finances of the State Government 
of California, over a period of 
sixteen years, beginning with the 
fiscal yeat ending June 30, 1902, 
and ending with June 30,.1917. 
A vast amount of data has been 
gathered and analyzed and is now 
to be presented to the public. — 

For the first time, according 
tothe Association, expenses for 
operation and maintenance of 
the State Government have been 
segregated from the outlays. ‘“‘Ex- 
penses’’ are defined as ‘‘expendi- 
tures for which the State has 
nothing permanent to show ex- 
eept the fact that it has rendered 
service,’’ and ‘‘outlays’’ are de- 
fined as ‘‘expenditures for the 
eost of properties, improvements 
or equipments more or less perma- 
nent “in character.’’ 

The Association’s aim has been 
to arrive at the actual expenses 
and outlays of the State, and 
accordingly it has deducted from 
the gross payments of each year, 
as shown by official reports, such 
items as trust funds and agency 
transactions, reimbursements of 
eounties for loss of revenue 
eaused by changing the system of 
taxation, investments, revolving 
funds, redemption of debt, can- 
celled warrants, transfers and 
“*book transactions.’’ The items 
thns excluded, when added to 
the Association’s totals, effect a

that the Government gets when 
Thrift Stamns are houcht with a 
dollar taken from a surplus store. 
hnt it gets serviee as well as 
monev when Thrift Stamps are 
bought with a doltar which has 
resisted the lure of self-indulg. 
enee. The investment .of such a 
dollar is an act of self-sacri- 
fiee in hehalf of the country. 
alloyed, however, by the fact that 
it goes forth to earn a generous 
wage for its owner. —
